The applicants argue that Xu does not teach to use three different chambers to deposit the lower cladding, core layer and the upper 
cladding. According to applicants, Xu discloses depositing a lower cladding, a core layer and an upper cladding must be performed on 
one spin coater as shown in Example G (col. 33 lines 8-38). The examiner disagrees with this argument. The examiner acknowledges 
that it is possible to deposit the lower cladding, a core layer and upper cladding layer in a spin coater as shown in Example G. However, 
this is not the only way to deposit these layers. In col. 7 lines 59-60, Xu discloses 'The film may be applied in a number of different ways 
known in the art, such as spin coating, dip coating, slot coating, doctor blading, liquid casting or the like". Therefore, the examiner still 
maintains that it is obvious to use three different chambers to deposit the core, lower and upper cladding layer. 
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
